Dear Mr. Weisberg, 

It has been 18 months since I last wrote you. I am a friend of Dal McGuirk, and like Dal, 1 
taught 2 classes on the Kennedy assassination around the 30th anniversary. Your book, 
Oswald in New Orleans , was one of my prime reference books. 1 also own Photographic 
Whitewash. Since knowing Dal I have acquired additional works of yours, in particular Post 
Mortem . 

From Dal I understand you have been seriously ill. It is my sincerest hope that since that 
time your condition has improved. My family and I look forward to you having many 
productive years ahead of you. 

After teaching the courses 1 took a break from the Kennedy assassination topic. (In 1995 I 
had open heart surgery to replace a rheumatic fever damaged mitral valve at 39 yrs of age) 
1 ordered the HSCA summary on Oswald’s trip to Mexico. The only other book 1 have read 
is your Case Open . It is my opinion that Case Open is one of your best written books on the 
assassination. You summarise the evidence in a simple direct manner and expose Posner 
for the quisling he truly is. 

The extent to which the media has become a lapdog press in both the US and New Zealand 
amazes me. It would be hard to find another industry with such remarkably similar outputs. 
The media boys at the CIA have worked long and hard since Washington Post reporter 
Bernstein wrote about the use and manipulation of the 4th estate. Back in ’75 one unnamed 
source bragged to him that the CIA "controlled a newspaper in every major capital in the 
free world." It saddens me to see how Posner is accepted by the media as an authority on 
the topic. A truly fair appraisal of the material would have acknowledged there is alot of 
conspiracy nonsense. It would also have acknowledgedt that the evidence of a conspiracy 
based on the events of the murder is overwhelming. 

While the public is often easily led on issues of economics and foreign relations it is 
reassuring to see that they don’t buy into the lone assassin nonsense. This is significant in 
view of the resources applied in this hard sell. Like many, I had hoped the 30th anniversary 
might see an admission of what everyone knows had occurred. I am still confident that the 
truth will out 

When it does many will know that it was the relentless efforts of citizens like yourself that 
enabled us to know our past, and know ourselves. In this vein, you have continued a fine 
tradition of true American democracy such as practiced by George Seldes and L F. Stone.
